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SCVIOMBERG 


GEORGE SCHOMBERG was born to HEINRICH CHRISTIAN WILHELM SCHAMBERG and 
SOPHIE ELISABETH WEISSHAAR who married on 3 August 1834 in Hanover, Prussia, 
Germany. GEORGE was born on 12 November 1835 (some sources give 6 August 1836) 
and was christened on 10 January 1836 in Hanover, Prussia, Germany. ' His wife LOUISA 
LYNE GEORG was born in Germany in 23 April 1844 and she immigrated to the US in 
1864. They were married on 19 December 1864 at the First German Presbyterian Church 
at 89-93 Rivington Street in New York City.” The church was also known as the German 
Evangelical Church and was organized in 1852 and dissolved in 1872; the building 
housed several churches and synagogues before it collapsed in 2006. They returned to 
visit Germany after their second child. CATHERINE DONA, was born. The family of four 
returned to New York aboard the SS Donau on 20 March 1870. 


Issue: 


1) GEORGE CONRAD SCHOMBERG was born on 21 June 1865 and christened at the same 
church on 9 July 1865.° Died before 1910. 


2) CATHERINE DONA SCHOMBERG: probably born on 9 February 1869; some say she was 
LOUISA CATHERINE SCHOMBERG who was born in February 1868. The records of the 
German Church have been reported to mark the christening of LOUISA CATHERINE, 
daughter of GEORGE and LOUISA, on 28 March 1869 however that statement has not 
been verified.” ° In March 1870 she was said to be 11 months old which lends 
support for 1869 being her year of birth, 


3) GEORGE SCHOMBERG: born on 27 December 1872.° Died before 1910. There is a 
second SCHOMBERG family living in Trenton at the same time with members using 
Riverview Cemetery and including a CONRAD and a GEORGE but this is believed to be 
a different family as CONRAD had a brother HENRY who was living in Germany in 
1938 and no such child is known for GEORGE and LOUISA. 


4) LOUISA SCHOMBERG: born circa 1879; she died at 17 on 15 May 1896 in Trenton, NJ. 
The record consulted does not name her parents but as she is buried in Riverview 
Cemetery in the same plot as GEORGE and LOUISA and she is designated as their 
daughter on the headstone marking the three burials, she is clearly their daughter. ’ 


The Ancestry site referenced names another daughter: MARGARET E. SCHOMBERG (1867- 
1933) but this is not certain. GEORGE and LOUISA moved to Trenton, NJ where, in 1905 
with GEORGE retired, they were living in the 11" ward at 217 Hewitt Street.* In the 1910 
census, LOUISA, at 217 Hewitt Street, claimed to have had four children with just one still 
alive which would be true if CONRAD and GEORGE had died by that time. She was also 
described as being married despite GEORGE having died on 20 April 1909; he was buried 
in Riverview Cemetery. She is found as a widow in the 1915 census at the same address.’ 
She moved in with her daughter CATHERINE and son-in-law JOHN NABINGER at 217 
Hewitt Street by 1920. Louisa died between the 5" and 7" of May 1925.'° The Trenton 
Evening Times obituary of 8 May gives the date as 7 May; it also names CONRAD and 
HENRY SCHOMBERG but the context is unknown. An ALBERT NABINGER 1s also named 
which may provide a link to the Trenton-based family of JACOB NABINGER. She was 
buried in Riverview Cemetery.

Meanwhile, JOHN NABINGER, born in Germany in August 1866, arrived in New York in 
1884. He became a naturalized citizen on 15 October 1889."! 


JOHN NABINGER and CATHERINE SCHOMBERG were the progenitors of the NABINGER 
family that brought about the union of the SMITH and MATELENA families. 


JOHN NABINGER and CATHERINE SCHOMBERG married 7 August 1892 in Trenton, NJ. a 
They lived at 217 Hewitt Street for a few years but by 1895 they had a separate residence 
with their home in 1900 at 422 Genesee Street in the 11" Ward.'? JoHN worked in a wire 
mill as a Special Officer. CATHERINE raised her five known children with help from her 
widowed mother LOUISA especially after they moved back into the house at 217 Hewitt 
Street home where they stayed through the 1920s.'* '° 


CATHERINE died in Trenton on 3 December 1923. JOHN NABINGER is named in the 
obituary of MARY LOUISE HELLMAN, wife of WILLIAM H. BARBER, who died 8 June in 
the Trenton Evening Times of 12 June 1936 but more information is lacking in the 
available extract online. JOHN moved to Roebling, NJ in 1938 where he lived with his 
daughter MINNIE. He died there 10 March 1940 and was buried in Riverview Cemetery 
with his wife CATHERINE and son GEORGE. At least one obituary states he was survived 
by his widow CATHERINE that being a mistake or an indication he married a second time 
to a woman named CATHERINE.

1) Lucy or Lovesa'® NABINGER: born on 21 May 1893 in NJ. She married WALTER 
SMITH (b.1891) around 1922; this was his second marriage. He married ANNA V. 
CRAMNER and had two sons: HARRY C. SMITH (1913-1914) and RALPH W. SMITH 
(1915-1915). ANNA who died on 28 June 1915 and the three are buried in Colonial 
Memorial Park in Hamilton Township. WALTER SMITH married Lucy around 1920 
and had two daughters, one of whom died young and was buried in Colonial 
Memorial Park. They lived at 71 Lafayette Avenue in 1930 and 237 Lafayette 
Avenue in Hamilton Township in 1940.'’ When WALTER died in 1966, he was buried 
in Colonial Memorial Park with his first wife and two sons. Lucy died 5 July 1991 
and was buried in Colonial Memorial Park in Hamilton Township. 

a) MIRIAM LUCY SMITH: born 1923; married STANLEY B. LARISON; living at 14 
Wescott Avenue in Hamilton when she died 6 June 1978; buried Colonial 
Memorial Park. 

b) ALLYNE WALTER SMITH: born 29 February 1932; died 3 August 1933; buried 
Colonial Memorial Park. 

c) MERLL. SMITH: married THERESA MURPHY (1927-2010). 

d) CATHERINE SMITH: born 5 December 1923; married WILLIAM F. MYCOCK (28 
August 1920-9 September 1965); he was in the US Navy and on the USS 
Oklahoma when Pearl Harbor was attacked 7 December 1941. He was buried in 
Brigadier-General William C. Doyle Veteran’s Memorial Cemetery in 
Arneystown, Burlington Co, NJ. CATHERINE was a resident of Ewing when she 
died 28 August 2009 and is buried with her first husband in Arneystown. 

i) SUZANNE MYCOCK: married name is SZEKER; had a son named ERIC SZEKER.

e) Lots M. SMITH: born 13 November 1925; married JAMES D. JOHNSON (27 
January 1925-25 January 1990). He was a radioman in the US Navy. Lois died 29 
August 2016. Both buried in Brigadier-General William C. Doyle Veteran’s 
Memorial Cemetery in Arneystown. 

i) JANICE JOHNSON: married PAUL MILLER. 
ii) JOANN JOHNSON: married TOM ZADWORNEY. 
iii) JOYCE JOHNSON: married PAT PARTON. 
f) ELMER M. SMITH: born cal929; married ANNE; died 2020. 


MINNIE NABINGER: born 12 November 1894'° or 27 April 1895 in other records in 
Trenton, NJ, died May 1977. She worked in a wire mill in 1920. She married JOSEPH 
MADDEN in 1938” and survived him, living until 10 December 1984 in Trenton. 7°?! 


JOHN NABINGER, IJ: born 4 May 1898 or 1899” in Trenton, NJ; died September 
1981. In September 1918 his draft registration gives his year of birth as 1898. He 
worked as a machinist in a machine shop during 1920. The following year he married 
BEARTHA M. BOUND in Philadelphia on 22 September 1921.” In 1930 JOHN and 
BEARTHA, later Americanized to BERTHA, were living at 1316 Clinton Street with 
four offspring as well as the elder BEARTHA BARBER, listed as a 45-year-old widow. 
During the 1920s JOHN changed careers from machinist to Trenton Policeman. They 
remained in Trenton their entire lives and were living at 926 Adeline Street in 1940.4 
BERTHA passed away on 2 June 1978 while JOHN passed away on 23 September 
1981.”° Buried in Greenwood Cemetery. 


a) JOHN NABINGER, III: “JACK” was born in 1922. He met DOROTHY MATELENA 
while in St. Francis Hospital in the 1940s where DOROTHY was a nurse. DOT and 
JACK married in Trenton on the 22" of October 1949. 

b) WILLIAM NABINGER: “BILL” was born in 1924. He would chaperone his brother 
JACK’S dates with DOROTHY; his date was DOROTHY’S younger sister MARIE. 
MARIE and BILL married in Elkton, Cecil County, Maryland by mid-1947. 

c) ROBERT C. NABINGER: born 19 February 1927, died 7 December 1994. Married 
EVELYN E. LEBER (b.1931) she died 1982; both interred in Greenwood Cemetery. 

d) CLAIRE NABINGER: born 4 February 1930; married EDWARD J. WYRWAS. He was 
born 11 December 1928 in New York City and died 29 September 2001 and was 
buried in Greenwood Cemetery in Hamilton. 

e) RICHARD E. NABINGER, SR: born circa 1932; married GERALDINE T. 
SPOTTISWOOD circa 1955. Lived in Hamilton Township; he died 11 August 2018. 
Buried in Greenwood Cemetery in Hamilton. 

i) RICHARD E. NABINGER, JR: wife CINDY. 

ii) KIM NABINGER: married MATT MCQUADE. 

iii) SCOTT T. NABINGER: born 26 May 1962; married JAMES M. STASKIEWICZ (12 
July 1956-6 September 2003); lived in Florence, NJ; died 28 October 2003; 
both entombed in Saint Mary’s Cemetery, Hamilton. 

f) Joy NABINGER: born 27 May 1934; married THEODORE G. FITZGEORGE; lives in 
Hamilton Township. 


HELEN NABINGER: born January 1900. She worked as a dressmaker in a women’s 
tailor shop in 1920; married ELMER HARRISON, a fireman for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, around 1925; she died on 13 September 1927 in Trenton and was buried in 


Greenwood Cemetery.*° The 1930 census shows ELMER as a widower living with 
JOHN NABINGER, SENIOR. ELMER died in 1964 and was buried with his wife HELEN. 
He may have had a second wife as buried in the same plot is MILDRED G. HARRISON 
(1907-1992). 


5) GEORGE NABINGER: born 1905; died 1907; buried Riverview Cemetery. 


6) ANNA E. NABINGER: born 3 September 1908, worked as a stenographer for the 
Trenton Board of Education in 1930. Married WILLIAM BRENNER and she lived in 
Hamilton Township in 1984. WILLIAM died in 1995 and ANNA in 2002; both are 
buried in Riverview Cemetery.

BARBER 


WILLIAM and ANN BARBER 


WILLIAM BARBER, born circa 1801, and his wife ANN, born circa 1805, were living in 
Pemberton Township with their 9-year-old son CHARLES in 1850. It seems he was living 
in Springfield Township 10 years before. *’ The family moved to Springfield Township, 
Burlington County on 10 August 1860 where he was a blacksmith when the census was 
taken. 


They had two sons: NATHAN (b. Feb 1830) and CHARLES (b. circa 1841) 


In 1850 20-year-old NATHAN A. BARBER was a tailor’s apprentice, living in Springfield 
Township, Burlington County with the family of WILLIAM CURTIS, a tailor, and his wife 
ANN.”® Two years later he married ELIZABETH INGLING, and had 4 kids by 1860. He was 
a tailor and the family lived in New Hanover Township, Burlington Co. He was inducted 
into Company G of the 11" NJ Infantry on 7 August 1862. The unit was made part 
of the Second Division of III Corps with a white diamond as their insignia. They 
saw action at the Battle of Fredericksburg on 12-15 December 1862, taking part in 
the action to the south of the town at Sedgewick before moving off to the northwest in t 
four-day Mud March that started 20 January 1863 leading up to the Battle of 
Chancellorsville which began on the first of May. They took up positions fortifying the 
town itself before moving south towards Catherine Furnace to block the advance of the 
rebel force. NATHAN was shot in his right shoulder on 3 May, being among the 113 
wounded rather than the 20 killed that day during fighting along the plank road.” He 
was promoted to Corporal before being discharged on 6 June 1863. The unit fought at the 
Battle of Gettysburg with one of the fatalities being Private EDWARD BARBER of Company 
H of the same regiment, quite possibly a relative. 
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Returning to New Jersey, NATHAN is found as a toll gate keeper in Mansfield Township 
with 6 children in 1870. Ten years further on finds him a tailor, back in Mansfield 
Township once again. Five more years shows the family had moved into Northampton 
Township. ELIZABETH died 4 May 1889 and was buried in Mount Holly Cemetery. 
NATHAN moved to Mt. Holly by 1890 where he was collecting an Invalid Pension for his 
Civil War injury.” At 70-years-old he was still a tailor and lived by himself at 19 Murrell 
Street in Mount Holly in 1900. He moved to Trenton where he lived with his son 
WILLIAM and his family at 41 Garfield Avenue by 1910.*! He died just a month after the 
census was taken, on 12 May 1910, and was buried in Mount Holly Cemetery. 


CHARLES BARBER: a 19-year-old farm laborer lived with his parents in 1850. CHARLES 
BARBER was also a veteran of the Civil War. He enlisted in the 9"" NJ Volunteer Infantry 
on 10 September 1861 and became a Private in Company C. They left the state 4 
December 1861 and were assigned to the North Carolina expedition as part of the 
Second Division of the XVIII Army Corps of the Army of the James whose 
insignia is shown here. The unit participated in two offensive operations: the 

Battle of Roanoke Island on 8 February 1862 and the Battle of New Berne on 14 March. 
They landed on Roanoke Island on the night of the 7 with the battle lasting about 5 
hours on the morning of the 8" before the rebels fled. Company C took the schooner H.T. 


Brown to New Berne, landing 13 March. The next day, with ammunition running low, the 
9"" charged and routed the enemy which rippled along their lines resulting in the whole 
rebel line braking and men running every which way to escape. The flag of the 9" flew 
over 3 rebel strongholds the morning of the 14". After that they guarded trains and 
scouted the area but did not see much action. This may have prompted CHARLES to seek a 
transfer which he did on 10 September 1862. He was discharged from the 9" and enlisted 
in the 1“ US Artillery which was in the area on that date.*” The 1‘ Artillery’s theater of 
operations was the southern Atlantic Coast and he 
served as a Private in Company C, perhaps the 
same as Battery C, until 10 September 1864. First 
stationed at Fort Macon, they took part in the fall 
of Charlestown, SC which began in April 1863. 
They besieged Fort Wagner and Battery Gregg at 
the mouth of Charlestown harbor from July until 
their capture on 7 September. The next major 
action was the siege of Petersburg, VA which 
began in July 1864. He was shot in the right foot 
for which he filed a claim for an Invalid Pension 
on 22 August 1873.°° 








CHARLES BARBER married MARY E. ASHENFELTER (b. 1852) before 1872. By 1880 he 
was working in a Trenton iron mill and living on Clinton Street with MARY and four 
children, three of whom were christened at the same time at the Hamilton Avenue 
Methodist-Episcopal Church in Trenton. He and his children SUSAN, CLARA, and 
WILLIAM were suffering with scarlet fever on the day the census was taken in 1880. 
Mary and his son GEORGE were not infected.** In 1890 the family was living at 744 
Second Street in Trenton.** He died on 30 December 1891 and was buried in Riverview 
Cemetery in Trenton. Mary filed for a Widow’s Pension on 5 January 1892.*° They had 
11 children several of whom were born in Pennsylvania — either Reading or Philadelphia 
(in 1887 MARY was living at 2329 Carlton Street in the Franklintown neighborhood). 
One has not been identified and 5 had already died by 1900. In 1905 MAry was living at 
38 Davies “Block 6” with her sons WILLIAM and CHARLES working for a railroad, and 
daughters SARAH and BERTHA, separated from her husband EDWARD BOUND. Two 
grandchildren are there as well, BERTHA BOUND and THOMAS RAFFERTY. At number 37 
was CONRAD SCHOMBERG, a brewer, with his wife KATIE and son WILLIAM; it is not 
known if this was the CONRAD mentioned earlier or the CONRAD from a different family, 
also mentioned earlier. MARY was living at 380 Third Street in Trenton with her son 
WILLIAM, and daughters BERTHA BARBER and SARAH HINES and three grandchildren, 
BERTHA MARY BOUNDS, 8; THOMAS RAFFERTY, 19; and 1-year-old RUTH ELIZABETH 
Hines.*’ MARY was living at the same address when she died on 23 September 1910; she 
was buried in Riverview Cemetery in Trenton 


Battle of Chancellorsville 


Actions May 1, 1863 
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106 THE ELEVENTH REGIMENT, 


The battle of Gettysburg was a terribly destructive one to the 
Eleventh Regiment. Few regiments engaged in it suffered as 
great a percentage of loss, It went into the engagement with 
255 muskets. Its losses aggregated 157; of these, 3 officers and 
18 enlisted men were killed and 9 officers and 115 enlisted men 
were wounded, and 12 missing. Of the wounded, Major Kear- 
ney and nine enlisted men died of their wounds soon afterward. 

The killed were: Captains Andrew Ackerman, of Company 
C; Luther Martin, of Company D, and Dorastus B. Logan, of 
Company H. Sergeant Corum Richter, Privates Joseph Ches- 
ton and John Clark, of Company C; Corporal Isaac Hender- 
shot and Private Randolph Merriman, of Company D; Private 
Thomas Tinney, of Company E; Private John L. Cozzins, of 
Company F; Privates George 8. Bird, George H, Bunting, 

Henry Elbertson, Michael Goff, Stewart Parent and Peter Rob- 
bins, of Company G + Lisa Eaweard Barter of Company Hi 
Corporals W. H. Morgan and Jeremiah O’Brien, and Privates 
Heory Kring and Martin Bekie, of Company K.

EDWARD BOUND, JR. (born 1815) and CHARLOTTE BENNETT (born 27 July 1823), 
daughter of JONATHON BENNETT and ELIZABETH BUZBY, were married on 11 June 1842 
by Justice of the Peace W.I. Appleby in Recklesstown, now Chesterfield, Burlington 
County. Both were living in Burlington County at the time.** An ELIZABETH BUSBY 
married a JOHN BENNETT on 30 January 1795 in Middlesex, England; whether this is her 
parents is not known.*” In 1850 they are in Chesterfield with EDWARD being listed as a 
35-year-old laborer, therefore born in 1815, and CHARLOTTE being 27, or born in 1823. A 
4-year-old SARAH A.B. BOUND and a 1-year-old L4F4ETT BOUND complete the family.*° 
They soon moved to Trenton where they had a large family with 11 children being 
attributed to them. Because there is a duplicated name, this number has to be verified. 
Ten children were NATHANIAL LAFAYETTE, ALEXANDER, CHARLES, CHARLOTTE, 
EDWARD III, GEORGE, JAMES, MARY, REBECCA, and SARAH. A second daughter named 
SARAH is listed by some but no records have been found to make a determination either 
way. Their last child was a son named CHARLES HENRY BOUND who was born on 7 
December 1856. 


EDWARD enlisted in the NJ Volunteer Infantry on 13 August 1861 and mustering in two 
days later as a member of Company D of the NJ 4" Infantry at the rather advanced age of 
45. The 4" left New Jersey on 20 August 1861, taking up defensive positions around 
Washington, D.C. as part of Franklin’s Division in the Army of the Potomac remaining 
there until March 1862. Transferred to the 1st Brigade, 1st Division, of I Corps in April, 
the 4" embarked on transports for the Virginia Peninsula on 17 April. Ascending the 
Peninsula from Fort Monroe, EDWARD’S unit saw action at the close of the Siege of 
Yorktown on 4 May. They arrived at West Point by transport by the 8" of May and 
Company D conducted reconnaissance to the East Branch of the Chikahominy @ cn 
for the next month. The route of the 4" is marked on the map with the badges of 
the 1“ Division of I-Corps for movements through May and the 1* Division of 

IV Corps for June and July. Before the start of the Seven Days Battles near Richmond 
commenced on 25 June, the 4"" was transferred to the 1“ Brigade, 1‘ Division of IV 
Corps and most of the regiment was surrounded at Gaine’s Mill on the 27" and taken 
prisoner. They were released in a prisoner exchange on the 30" and made a 7-mile night 
march to reach Harrison’s Landing by 2 July. Much of the land covered since April was 
through fetid, hot, swampland which resulted in an alarming amount of disabling 
diarrhea. Union army medical director JONATHAN LETTERMAN wrote”! 





The malaria from the borders of the Chickahominy and from the swamps throughout the 
Peninsula to which it had been so freely exposed now began to manifest its baneful 
effects upon the health of the men, In addition to this the troops, just previous to their 
arrival at this point, had been marching and fighting for seven days and nights in a 
country abounding in pestilential swamps and traversed by streams greatly swollen by 
the heavy rains, which made that region almost a Sarbonean bog. 


Some time before Harrison’s Landing was reached, EDWARD became too weak to 
continue and was transferred to a hospital ship on the James River at the landing. These 
ships were not purposefully-built vessels but converted cargo ships that did double- or 
triple-duty as troop, munitions, and supply transports in addition to being a hospital ship. 
Which one or ones were at Harrison’s Landing is not certain but they all had a similar 
look and similar problems — they were not sanitary. 


EDWARD died on a hospital ship at Harrison’s Landing on 24 July 1862. The only known 
record documenting his death is the Muster-Out Roll of Company D, dated 9 July 1865, 
which notes that he Died at Harrison’s Landing Va July 24" 1862, of Chronic 
Diarrhoea. This is supplemented by the statement, dated 11 July 1865, of JOHN J. 
LETCHWORTH, Captain, Company D, 4" Infantry, citing the Regimental Hospital Books 
and records of the Company, states his condition was caused by fatigue, exposure, and 
impure water.” An EDWARD BOUND enlisted in Company D of the 3 NJ Volunteer 
Infantry for a three month term in 1861*° but this seems to be a different person as 
statements made at a later time state that the three-year enrollment in the 4" Volunteer 
Infantry was his only military service. 


A Widow’s Pension of $8.00 per month was granted to CHARLOTTE BOUND on 13 
October 1864, with payments retroactive to 24 July 1862. An additional $2.00 per month 
was granted for their son CHARLES until he reached the age of 16 in December Ley 


CHARLOTTE remarried on 26 December 1886 to THOMAS MCCABE who had served as a 
Marine in the Civil War and had known EDWARD before the war. He enlisted in January 
1864, deserted one month later, was apprehended November 1864 and served as follows: 
USS Neptune until 30 May 1865, USS Mohanga [not identified] until 13 August 1867, at 
Mare Island Naval Yard in Vallejo, California until 5 November 1867, on the USS 
Independence until 17 October 1868, being discharged from Mare Island on 4 December 
1868. He returned to Trenton and had a son WILLIAM by BRIDGET SWEENEY, who was 8 
years his senior, in 1866; he was followed by a daughter ELIZABETH in 1868. THOMAS 
was living with his father PATRICK and younger siblings JAMES and JANE in 1870. 
THOMAS and BRIDGET married on 9 June 1873 and had a daughter on 22 September 1875 
identified only as E, and another daughter, AURELIA, in 1876. In 1880 they lived at 36 
Decatur Street. BRIDGET died in Trenton on 28 March 1886 and was buried in Saint 
John’s Cemetery next to her father-in-law PATRICK McCaBE.”° THOMAS’S health was not 
good which limited his ability to provide for his first family and for CHARLOTTE and her 
children. The Widow’s Pension she had been receiving was discontinued when she 
remarried; this left her destitute with THOMAS not supporting her financially at all from 
the date they married. In addition to being penniless, she was abandoned as well when 
THOMAS entered the New Jersey Home for Disabled Soldiers in Kearny, New Jersey in 
fall 1888 and transferred to the National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, Southern 
Branch in Hampton, Virginia on 15 December 1896. Upon admittance to that facility he 
claimed to be a widower. She survived on a $3.00 per month grant from the Overseer of 
the Poor of the City of Trenton as her only income.*° She petitioned the government for 
half of the pension that THOMAS was awarded but her claim was rejected on 29 August 
1899 because THOMAS’S application had been rejected. He died in the hospital attached 
to the National Soldier’s Home in Hampton, Virginia on 3 August 1901 and CHARLOTTE 
filed her petition for Widow’s Pension 9 days later. He was buried in the Hampton 


National Cemetery. When her pension was granted in October 1901, she 
was living at 816 Center Street in Trenton. The issue of his possible 
desertion was resolved and CHARLOTTE MCCABE’S Widow’s Pension 
was granted on 4 April 1904 with her address noted as 553 Emory 
Avenue in Trenton. The pension continued at $12.00/month until 4 
February 1907. CHARLOTTE died 8 March 1907 and was buried in 
Riverview Cemetery.*’ 





NATHANIAL LAFAYETTE W. BOUND (b.1848/9) and MARY MATILDA REGNAULT (b. 10 
February 1856). In some records NATHANIEL’S middle name is mistakenly given as LEE. 
NATHANIAL and MARY were living at 1009 Lamberton Street in Trenton in 1900 where 
NATHANIAL, 50, born January 1850, is a dryer, and his 48-year-old wife has had 12 
children, 9 of whom are still alive. An unnamed boy was stillborn on 10 November 1892 
in Trenton.** Eleven are named in one source but one name is duplicated so the list has to 
—— be confirmed.”” Their children NATHANIAL, EDWARD, JAMES, 
REBECCA, and GEORGE were living at home in 1900.°° In 1905, 
: pee BL 1910, and 1920 they were living at 1010 Lamberton Street. In 1905 
(888 = their children REBECCA; GEORGE; ALEXANDER; and EDWARD, who 
was living apart from his wife BERTHA BARBER; were living with 
them. In 1910 only their son EDWARD remained. NATHANIAL was 
an elevator operator in a wire mill at 70-years-old in 1920. In that 
year their son NATHANIAL lived next door at 1012 Lamberton 
Street.°! NATHANIAL died on 4 December 1926 and MARY was 
living at 21 Nottingham Way in Hamilton Square when she died on 
22 January 1929. Both are buried in Riverview Cemetery. 








EDWARD HANCOCK BOUND, NATHANIAL and MARY’S son, married BERTHA BARBER on 
27 October 1901 but by 1905, they were separated. As already stated, in that year the 20- 
year-old BERTHA F. BOUND was living with her mother MARY (REGNAULT) BARBER at 38 
(possibly Davies?) in Trenton with her 3-year-old daughter BERTHA M. BOUND. EDWARD 
and BERTHA were divorced 10 June 1912.” After the divorce BERTHA went back to using 
her maiden name of BARBER, possibly to distinguish herself from her daughter BERTHA 
BOUND, and usually referred to herself as being a widow. 





BEARTHA BOUND was born in New Jersey on 17 February 1902 to EDWARD BOUND and 
BEARTHA BARBER, who herself had been born in 1884 in PA of NJ-born parents. 
According to this tradition, her father EDWARD HANCOCK BOUND was born 20 August 
1880 in Trenton. 





There is a second narrative that has LARK J. INGHRAM of Marion County, Iowa and 
BERTHA BARBER of Des Moines, Iowa as the parents of BERTHA BOUND.” Available 
documents show that JOHN BARBER and his wife MARY VASBINDER lived in Brookville 
Borough, Jefferson County, Pennsylvania in 1880 with three children including BERTHA 
BARBER who had been born a year earlier. By 1900 JOHN and MARY are divorced and 
Mary had moved to Atlantic Township, Cass County in central Iowa, with her children 
including BERTHA who is 19. They moved into Des Moines by 1910 where they are 
living at 510 School Street. On 7 March 1911 a marriage license was issued to L.J. 


INGHRAM, 23, and BERTHA BARBER, 26, and they were married that same day.** Given 
what is known about the life of BERTHA BOUND, daughter of BERTHA BARBER, it 
becomes clear that the woman with the same name in Des Moines, Iowa is not the same 
person. 


BERTHA BARBER and BERTHA BOUND are found living at 1227 South Clinton Street in 
Trenton in 1915. BERTHA BARBER is a 31-year-old divorced house worker and her 13- 
year-old daughter BERTHA BOUND is a student.°° A confused 1920 census shows 35-year- 
old BERTHA BARBER as the head of household at 251 Morris Avenue. BERTHA BOUND, 
designated as the 18-year-old daughter-in-law of the informant, is also there. The 
informant was KATHERINE O’ DONOVAN; also living there was KATHERINE’S 33-year-old 
sister-in-law SARAH HINES, who was BERTHA BARBER’S sister named SARAH BARBER, 
with her own daughter RuTH.”° 


As stated earlier, EDWARD BOUND was separated from his wife and was living with his 
parents on Lamberton Street in 1905 and 1910. After divorcing BERTHA in 1912, he 
married NELLIE FLETCHER and lived at 911 East State Street when he registered for the 
draft in September 1918 and for the census in 1920.°’ NELLIE died on 21 October 1929 
and was buried in Riverview Cemetery. Family relationships must have been amiable at 
this time as BERTHA BARBER, EDWARD’S first wife, sent flowers to the funeral as did 
their daughter BERTHA and her husband JOHN NABINGER II. EDWARD was living at 1012 
Lamberton Street in 1930, listed as a widower and an iron-worker.°® He married a much 
younger woman named EMMA circa 1930; he was 50 and she was 16. In 1931 they had a 
daughter CHARLOTTE and in 1940, they were living at 1012 Lamberton Street.°’ He died 
23 November 1948 in Trenton (per Find-A-Grave.com) or 14 June 1946 in New York 
City (per FamilySearch.com, ID # GHT7-Y6Y) and was buried in Riverview Cemetery. 
His obituary names his survivors as including two daughters MRS. JOHN NABINGER and 
MISs CHARLOTTE BOUND as well as his wife MRS. EMMA BOUND of 517 Market Street in 
Trenton. EMMA died 15 January 1990 in Trenton. 


BERTHA MARY BOUND may have been living at 1277 South Broad Street in 1948 and 
1951 where she is found named in an extracted obituary listing that includes MRS. JOHN 
NABINGER at that address. As it is a computer-generated extract, it has many errors 
including naming a male relative as JOHN F. Way, which is actually the John Fitchway, 
better known as I-29. BERTHA was living at 354 Rusling Avenue when she died 2 June 
1976 in Trenton and was buried in Greenwood Cemetery in Trenton.

GEORGE WASHINGTON REGNAULT 


On 21 August 1820 the brig Pilot arrived in Philadelphia from Trinidad, Cuba with 
GEORGE REGNAULT, a 26-year-old paper hangar, and his family which included his 30 
year old wife ELIZABETH, two daughters SOPHIA, 8, and —— 
CAROLINE, 3; and a 5-year-old son FRANCIS. Also in their 
party was the 50-year-old gentleman JOSEPH WIGMORE and 
a 14-year-old paper-hangar named GoRGI HENDERSON.” 
Given that the name and occupation of this GEORGE is the 
same as that of the first known REGNAULT in the NABINGER 
family, more investigation is warranted to uncover any 
possible link. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON REGNAULT was born in either Pennsylvania or Trenton in 
September 1825. His wife was named REBECCA VIRGINIA, born in NJ, and was about 9 
years younger than her husband. They were living in the 4"" ward with their daughters 
MARY and ANNA in 1860 where GEORGE gave his occupation as paper hangar. In the 
Consolidate Lists dated 22 December 1863, GEORGE W. REGNAULT is listed as a 38-year- 
old policeman, born in Pennsylvania, and living at 123 Warren Street in the 2" Ward of 
Trenton during June of that year. REBECCA is living in the 7" Ward with her two 
daughters and a son, 5-year-old JOHN H. REGNAULT in 1870 while, in 1880, she is living 
with her 17-year-old son JOHN H. REGNAULT at 86 Quarry Alley. GEORGE is found as 
WASHINGTON REGNAULT, a 55 year old paper hanger across the river on Bridge Street in 
Morrisville, Pennsylvania. In 1885 GEORGE W. is living by himself in the 4" ward. In 
1895 REBECCA is living with GEORGE H., NANNIE, and JOHN H. REGNAULT. As all are 
20-60 years old, it is impossible to determine from this exactly how these four people are 
related to each other but it is likely to have been GEORGE, REBECCA and two of their 
children. Four REGNAULTS served in the military during the Spanish-American War — 
GEORGE in Company B and FRANK in Company H of the Pennsylvania yh Infantry, 
ROBERT in Company D of the 3™ PA Infantry, and CHARLES F. in Company C of the 1“ 
RI Infantry. These records need to examined to determine if and how these men are 
related to GEORGE WASHINGTON REGNAULT. In 1900 just GEORGE, still a paper-hangar, 
and REBECCA are living alone at 13 Taylor Alley near the State Capitol Building on West 
State Street. In this GEORGE’S mother is from Ireland and his father is from Pennsylvania 
while REBECCA’S mother is from New Jersey and her father from Germany. By 1905 
GEORGE had moved nearby to 44 Belvidere Street where he died on 18 September 1905. 
REBECCA, 75, continued to live at 13 Taylor Alley, with her 18-year-old grandson JOHN 
H. REGNAULT, son of JOHN, and next to her at 11 Taylor Alley was her 40-year-old 
daughter FANNIE REGNAULT and her 31-year-old, divorced niece SADIE GREY in 1910. 
Of REBECCA’S claimed 14 children, only 2 are alive by 1910. REBECCA and her grandson 
are at the same address in 1915.°' REBECCA died 15 January 1918 and was buried in the 
same cemetery as GEORGE - Riverview Cemetery. 








Their daughter MARY MATILDA REGNAULT was born in Trenton on 10 February 1856. 
She married NATHANIAL LAFAYETTE BOUND and their story has already been told above. 


JOHN H. REGNAULT married MAGGIE (CAROL) EVANS and they had one son: JOHN H. 
REGNAULT, III, born 15 February 1892 married ALICE MELISSA BEVER | March 1924 in 
Grant, Indiana; he died 21 January 1969. They had a daughter MARCELLA on 18 June 
1927 in Madison, WI and a son JOHN H. REGNAULT, IV on 10 December 1930. 
MARCELLA died on 12 December 2006 in Bradentown, Manatee Co., FL and JOHN died 
3 May 2013 in Oceanside, San Diego Co, CA.
